COTTONSEED,    SEED  COTTON,    LINT,    or  part  of 
the   cotton  plant,    or  any  other  plant  beion ging  to 
the  family  Iv&lvaceae ,    or  any  article    stuffed  with_ 
or  containing  any  of   the   same:     May  be    imported  only 
by  permission  of  the   G-overnor- in-Executive-Committee .
